ANOTHER LAUREL 


Anothor of our great advantages at Gould has been recently 
revealed to us. Tho Gould Academy health department has been 
ehosen by the National Association of Secondary School Princh 
pals to be one of the flnost of any sohool in the Stato of Maine. 
Because of this a survoy of our hoalth and physical fitness pro- 
gram ts to be nationally publicized as a possible model for othor 
schools that wish to improvo their present health system. 

Few of us havo evor thought to look objectively at our exce • 
lent health system simply beeauso wo havo become aceuatomod to 
taking our many advantages for grantod. For our own personal 
information, lot us look moro closely. 

Dr. Willard Boynton and Mrs. Vdra Waterhouse aro in chargo 
of our health department here at Gould. The physical fitness of 
the students is in the hands of Mr. Richmond Roderick and Miss 
Barbara Newman. 

Every student who enters Gould’ roceivcs cheat X-rays and 
immunization shots for all diseases against which he has not for- 
morly been immunized, as well ae thorough medical examinatons 
yearly. In addition to this, everyone receives a thorough dental 
check-up by Dr. BVown each year. Tho field houso with its woll- 
equipped doctor's office is open to any and all students overy af- 
ternoon. Dr. Boynton and Mrs. Waterhouso aro on call at any time. 
Any dormitory student who becomes ill is immediately put under 
tho competent caro of tho nurse and doctor, and is placed in the 
infirmary^ bo it Holden Hall or Gehring Hall. Ftirth^rmoro, In case I 
of any serious Illness, tho facilities of tho Pratt Diagnostic Hospi- 
tal in Boston aro available at any timo to both dormitory and day 
students. 

After giving physical examinations and strength tests to find 
out tho physical weaknesses of oaoh individual student, Mr. Rod- 
erick and Miss Newman select thoso who need to toko correctives. 
Correctives classes alternate ovory day with regular gym classes, 
in theso are included various exercises, mado out according to tho 
need of the individual boy or girl, which help to improvo posturo 
and strengthen certain muscles. With the boys, only those in tho 
freshman and sophomore elassos must tako correctives if thoy are 
needed. All girls* classes have a corrective group, but evory fresh- 
man girl is required to tako thorn. In the spring other strength 
tests are given which, when compared with tho results of the fall 
tests, inovitably show a great deal of Improvement. 

Regular gym fa required of all students except those oxcusod 
by tho doctor. Extra- curricular sports aro optional 

Here, briefly, ia an outline of our system of health and physi- 
cal fitness. Wo can bo Justly proud that it has been selected as an 
example for other schools to follow. Now, for one more reason 
wo ean hold our heads high and say that wo coma from Gould!

John Lawry, graduate of '43, 
who was in the Army Air Corps 
TCfe as a radio operator on 
B-29’s and C-47’s in Japan, was 
the first of the returned GI*s to 
be seen on the campus.

Technology or Harvard. 

Up with him the same week 
end was David Hawkins, who 
left Gould in 1943 as the junior 
class president; entering tho 
Army the same year.
